Soviet's 'Unknown War 



ill Air on American TV

WASHINGTON - With a new war 
to cope with, Americans in 1941 were 
too busy to notice the beginning of an 
epic 900 day struggle between Stalin 
and Hitler for the soul of a city. 

But the 2.5 million people of Lenin- 
grad — suffering famine so severe 
they peeled wallpaper from walls to 
eat the glue — endured the ordeal. 
Meticulous Soviet cameramen re- 
corded the struggle. 

Film from Soviet military archives, 
never before seen outside Russia, 
forms the heart of a 20-part series to 
be seen on American television this 
fall. A preview was shown to report- 
ers recently at the National Archives, 
which provided some captured Nazi 
film for the project. 

The documentary, "The Unknown 
War," tells of some of the most colos- 
sal encounters of military forces the 
world has known, including the little- 



known battle of KuraL-Orel that -,:v 
gaged 7,000 tanks and was the largest 
armored conflict in history. 

Made by Air Time International in 
association with Sovinfilm of the 
U.S.S.R., the series is being sold inde- 
pendently to international and Ameri- 
can television stations. 

In besieged Leningrad, Soviet cam- 
eramen photographed the Russians 
stoicly dragging dead relatives across 
the frozen streets to graveyards. 
Hungry people fell in their tracks, 
first the old men, then the old women, 
then the middle-aged, then the 
young. 

A girl named Tanya recorded in her 
diary fay date and hour the death of an 
aunt, a grandmother, an uncle, her 
mother, a cousin. Finally she died, 
too. 

As many as 1 million died, 600,000 of 
starvation. The city was isolated be- 
hind the Nazi lines. The siege lasted 
from six months before Pear! Harbor 
to six months before the allied Nor- 
mandy invasion of Europe.

Alan Rowland need m not take Pacificism very seriously. They have bden clubbed into 
submission around here, and except for a few ethnic demonstrators who want to keep 
their groups' presences on campus, the campuses in New York City are quiet. America 
stands in less danger of peace now than it has in years. It should be recalled that 
every prospective presidential candidate of either party, from I960 to today, is 
on record in favor of the war against Vietnam. 

(( John's name heads the need-a-game list in every DW as far back as you will find. 
I don't have a copy here right now, but his publishing record is unblemished, and is 
something like 14 YEARS long. He might be called the Father of Postal Dipdom, and thus 
my pleasure in his noticing my product, even if I have to admit as I do, that I don't 
even remember //6 anymore. 

But, just as Benjamin Spock's qualifications as an expert baby doctor hardly 
affect the rationality of his foreign policy views or qualify him as the presidential 
candidate he once . was for some left-wing nut group, so John's honored stature in 
this hobby cannot and do not do anything for the patent absurdity in what he has 
outlined above. Let's go through it line by line, as there's a lot of bull there 
to be refuted here. First, it is not necessary or desirable topromote any 'proper' 
public concerns, except . possibly going to church on Sunday for the socially 
concious. Militancy, like concern with our sad defenses, is something I believe 
comes from below at least as often as from above; early this century, Europeans 
cheered for war and sang as they marched off.

While militancy can be promoted by ' government, 
it hardly has to be. "Imperial Diary" has yet to arrive, but while I would not 
question a certain currently "inexorable" march toward American cultural domination 
of the non-Communist world, to saywe are doing so in the military sphere is laughable. 
I need not even cite items on that point; anyone who could say so is apparently so 
out of touch with reality as to make any efforts futile. Even as 'state of the art" 
brings out ever newer toys, we not only not buy updates we need (like the B-l), 
but fail to adequately obtain even those that are approved. (Tanks in our armored 
units, e.g.) Still, I look forward to your columns; they should provide some 
useful/interesting material to present here, in the "here's — what-the-other-side- 
thinks" vein. 

Pacificism need never be taken seriously, except perhaps in Japan for the moment. 
Pacifists are one of those » .irare groups like nudists or anarchists: it's fun to 
be a nudist as long as everyone else wears clothes. It's fine to be an anarchist as 
long as you live . -in a land with a strong government to protect your rights to be 
an anarchist. Likewise it's fine to be a Pacifist as long as you have others to go 
and fight in your defense of being a Pacifist. Campuses are quiet because the freaks 
who had their good times protesting are now selling insurance; the 'audience' is 
bored with such antics anymore, mak' ing .it passe'; and those on the campuses now 
are looking to get a spot inside the system rather than eke out the commune life 
after tearing the old system down. I see it then more as a matter of maturation 
and realism among collegiates than in their being 'clubbed into submission'. We do 
agree on the low danger of peace, that's for sure. But while you view this as you 
do, implying it's failure to ' government militancyj etc., I view the low prospects 
of peace with fear. Fear of our defeat at the hands of barbaric enemies whom we 
are ill-prepared to meet due precisely to people like you with your views, not 
to plotting by military- industrial-complex warmongers in government.

As for Black press, I'm afraid that youVe quite wrong. Because of its distinctive 
style, it would be a piece of cake to blacken it up. To insert one into 1977K3, all one 
need do is take a release of yours, or an excerpt therefrom, from another zine (e.g. TMG ) 
and slip in the short black sentence. One sentence in your style would be easy, especially 
since it would be surrounded by the real thing* I'm not going to take up your offer to do 
this because I don't believe in such things. 3ut that's how it could be done. However, 
there is a way to avaid one's press being blackened(contrary to what I said), but it requires 
the GMs cooperation. In your regualr orders, insert a joke order (e.g. A Hamburg sizzles) 
then key your press to the joke order, e.g. 3erlin (via Hamburg), or Berlin: Things were 
sizzling here... Then write each of the players, telling them that only such keyed press 
is authentic. Most ?GMs will print joke orders if they aire short. ^Iso, some game-related

finally, I should have been more explicit when E .-pointed out that many of the pubbers 
who failed to respond to your SASE were in fact havingvs.erious/ troubles «ith .their zine. 
Hy point was that their failure to respond was not neces'sarfly a reflection of an antipathy 
t;o either newcomers ornovices, but rather reflected a difficulty getting the zine out. In 
other words, you weren't being treated any differently than their own paying subscribers, 
who if anything have a prior call on the GMs time. You say "These five are all relatively 
new pubbers, too, so I assume none of them have folded already" Why do you assume this? In 
fact, younger pubbers have a much higher dropout rate than experienced ones. As for your 
list.of five, Kadlecek is no newcomer, having begun in 1974, and Parkanyi has indeed folded. 
Finally, you refer to "people who still advertise in Dimplomacy World". Pubbers do not ad- 
vertise in DW. The lists are compiled by von Metzke and Buchanan, and because of the lag 
time must be a little obsolete even by the time the zine gets to your mailbox. I do think 
that advertising these facts is doing the hobby a real service, and hope that it will be 
an occasional feature of your zine.
